The lead changed hands a 
couple of times before ECJC 
reeled off six straight points for 
a 54-51 lead. 

Cooper got the next field goal 
to make it 54-53, but the Lady 
Eagles couldn't get into the 
lead and ECJC's Jones took 
over to dominate the late 
action. 

The boys, game wasp t 
nearly as close as the girls 
game. East Central's John 
Burkes and Phil Shepard were 
hitting from the outside, while 
teammate Jim Duce took care 
of the inside game. .

A sophomore transfer from East 
C ntral Junior College, Pam McCoy 
became eligible to play for the 
La ly Golden Eagles three weeks 
an... five games ago. 

In those contests she scored 12 
pcin s in five minutes against Delta 
Stat on a hurt ankle, 21 points 
each against Ole Miss and Missis¬ 
sippi College, 15 versus Jackson 
State and 18 in Monday night’s 65- 
54 v/in over the University of Ala- 
bam a Birmingham. 

The 6-foot forward came as a 
pleasant surprise to Coach Kay 
James. "We knew she’d be good,” 
James ac’mitted, “but we didn’t ex-

“In the first game she played, she 
scored 12 points in five minutes on 
a hurt ankle.

McCoy was scheduled to transfer 
to Southern in September which 
would have made her eligible for 
the whole year under AIAW rules. 
But, she found that she was preg¬ 
nant and her son, Seth, was born 
Sept. 1. She spent first semester 
tending the child and working out 
on her own to get back in shape, be¬ 
fore finally enrolling second 
semester.
